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R esidents are being 

urged to sign up for 
the Big London Energy 
Switch in a bid to cut 
gas and electricity bills for 
potentially millions of people. 

Councils across the capital are 
calling on residents to combine 
their collective buying power to 
drive down bills. 

Register by midnight on 8 
April and organisers will hold an 
energy auction, inviting suppliers 
to offer their cheapest tariffs to 


everyone who has signed-up to 
the campaign. The supplier that 
offers the cheapest tariff will win 
the auction. The more people that 
register to switch, the better deal 
the campaign can negotiate. 

No one who signs up has to 
accept any offer from a supplier. 

With an estimated 10 per cent 
of people in Hackney living in fuel 
poverty, the Big London Energy 
Switch could make a big difference 
to families struggling to pay bills. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Cabinet 


Member for Crime, Sustainability 
and Customer Services, said: 

“This simple idea could mean real 
savings for local people. Anyone 
can sign up to this new way to 
change energy suppliers to try and 
get a better deal.” 

To register, residents will need 
the following information from 
their energy statements: 

• the full name of their current 
energy company tariff 

• their annual consumption 
of gas and electricity either in 


kilowatt hours (kWh) or pounds 
• information on how they pay 
their bill; ie direct debit, pre- 
payment card or quarterly with 
a cash or cheque.

shops open later this year 
as part of a £5.3million 
fashion retail development. 
This is part-financed by a 
Greater London Authority 
regeneration fund aimed at 
boosting the local economy 
in areas badly affected by 
the riots in 2011. 

Philip Harrison, 22, 
(pictured) who lives in 
Hackney, had applied for 
numerous jobs, but did 
not got any interviews. He 
registered with Ways into 
Work and was employed 
at the London 2012 
Games, which boosted his 
confidence, before securing 
a role at Aquascutum. 

He said: “The experience 
was life-changing. I’ve told 
all my friends that they 
should register with the 
Ways into Work team to 
get the same opportunities 
that I had as they specialise 
in helping local people.”

RESIDENTS are being encouraged to have their say about 
revised plans for a brand new school which will provide 
hundreds of much needed secondary school places. 
Mossbourne Academy wants to open a second school on 
the former site of Cardinal Pole lower school, near Victoria 
Park. Called the Mossbourne Victoria Park Academy. It 
will utilise the Grade II listed former hospital for general 
teaching, with specialist facilities located in a new building 
on site. Proposals also include the pedestrianisation 
of Lammas Road and a new sports hall which will be 
available for community use. 

Plans have been published online and at a series of drop- 
in events. The design was further developed in response 
to views gathered during that consultation. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, Cabinet Member for Children’s Services, 
said: “Despite this being a complicated project involving 
a listed building, with a very limited budget from the 
Government, we’ve been able to adapt the plans to take 
on board residents’ concerns. 

“I hope this means we’ll be able to satisfy residents living 
near the site and families who want a good, local school to 
which they can send their children in years to come.” 

Peter Hughes, Principal at Mossbourne Academy, added: 
“We are absolutely delighted to have the opportunity to 
create another Mossbourne Academy in Hackney.” 

The school will provide places for 800 pupils. The Council, 
working with Mossbourne, intends to submit a planning 
application next month. It is hoped the new school will 
open in September next year.

AVID Adjaye 
has a vision for 
Hackney Central: 
he would like it 
to be a fashion hub for 
residents and international 
visitors alike, where jobs 
go to local people and 
businesses work together 
to improve the area. 

The renowned architect 
has been commissioned 
to develop a £l00million 
shopping outlet that 
captures the borough’s 
creative energy and provides 
a draw for all. Top fashion 
brands will be sold at 
discounted prices and 
Hackney’s already thriving 
designer community will 
have a place to set up 
shop in this 75, OOOsq foot 
Bicester-style project. 

The scheme is being 
funded by £l.5million 
from the Greater London 
Authority and £3.3million 
from Network Rail. 
Conditions of this funding 
mean that 50 per cent of 
the hundreds of new jobs 
created will be reserved for 
Hackney residents. 

Consultation has already 
begun and if planning 
permission is granted, the 
hub could be built 
by 2016. 


David says: “This is an 
opportunity to really create 
a new addition to Hackney’s 
urban tapestry. It’s going 
to try to bring another 
public realm to an area 
sometimes seen as behind 
in infrastructure - quite 
residential with warehouses 
- to a more public area. 

“I think Hackney is the 
most diverse borough. It’s 
sometimes written off, but 
it has so much that makes 
it authentic London, an 
incubator of London life. 
Creative people also see it 
as a natural place to identify 
themselves with.” 

The shops will be in 
railway archways on 
Morning Lane and two 
other buildings. There will 
also be a restaurant, cafe 
and studios. He continues: 
“Regeneration isn’t about 
bringing in people who 
will pay higher rents. There 
isn’t an agenda to get rid 
of people already there. 

It’s about how we can 
maximise the potential of 
the land, community and 
the borough. 

“We also want more

employment. This is 
significant for younger 
people, traditionally the 
retail sector is where many 
start their working life.” 

David was born in 
Tanzania, before moving 
to the UK aged nine. He 
earned a degree at South 
Bank University, then 
received his masters from 
the Royal College of Art 
in 1993. His works have 
included the Museum 
of Contemporary Art in 
Denver, the canopy of the 
Nobel Peace Centre in Oslo 
and the Moscow School of 
Management. Now he’s 
working on a project on the 
coast of Portland as well as 
the $500million National 
Museum of African 
American History and 
Culture in Washington. 

So, does David Adjaye 
have a style, one that we 
might see in Hackney? 

“No two things are 
identical and that’s why 
my generation tries to talk 
about value rather than 
style,” he says. Adding: 

“We think of architecture 
like surgery. Looking at 
a problem, tackling it and 
coming up with the 
best solution.” 

Last year he topped 
Power List’s poll of the most 
influential black people in 
the UK, ahead of Mo Farah 
and Hackney-born Idris 
Elba. He says: “I was really 
honoured and it took me 
by surprise. Traditionally 
it’s been celebrities or sports 
stars. It says a lot about 
the panel that they chose 
a builder and architect 
as someone relevant. I’ve 
always been committed to 
the public realm and it’s nice 
to be celebrated.”

AN exhibition of the borough’s earliest photographic portraits, 
dating as far back as the 1840s, has opened in Hackney 
Museum. 

Resident Ghosts displays daguerreotypes - the first commercially 
successful photography process - of Hackney people in a time when 
the art form was in its infancy. 

Thirteen years ago more than 2,000 glass plates were found in a 
cellar in the old Parochial School in Wilton Way, E8. They used to 


belong to Victorian photographer Arthur Eason, who had a Dalston 
Lane studio that attracted a fascinating mix of East Londoners from 
music hall performers to members of the Salvation Army. 

These, and other early photographs, were collected by Shaun 
Caton for Resident Ghosts. He said: “I found photographs of former 
Hackney residents in the strangest of places: a hotel photo fair in 
upstate New York, a former junk shop in Greenwich, an antiques 
shop in Glasgow to name but a few.”

SIMON Boccanegra might sound like he 
plays right back for AC Milan, but he is 
in fact the tainted hero of Verdi’s mature 
masterpiece; a three act opera full of 
political intrigue, hidden identities, illicit love 
affairs, joyous reunions and tragic farewells. 
The storyline is notoriously difficult to follow 
(even with the aid of subtitles), which may 
explain why this opera does not enjoy the 
same reverence as ‘La Traviata’ or ‘Aida’ in 
Verdi’s portfolio. 

The English Touring Opera’s interpretation 
was beautifully in balance with the 
intimate setting that the Empire provides. 
The sets were simple yet striking, the 
lighting atmospheric, and the orchestral 


accompaniment exquisitely nuanced. The 
cast were excellent, with Craig Smith 
as Boccanegra (baritone), Keel Watson 
as Fiesco (bass), Grant Doyle as Albani 
(baritone) and Charne Rochford as Adorno 
(tenor) all providing superb counterpoint to 
the simply sensational soprano voice 
of Elizabeth Llewellyn (Amelia Grimaldi/ 
Maria Boccanegra). 

Llewellyn has a voice that will fill opera 
halls, no matter how grand, the world over.

New compact sports facility 

WORK is due to start on building a new ‘compact’ 
community athletics facility at Stoke Newington School. 
It will consist of an eight lane, 50m synthetic running 
track; long and triple jump sand pit, with a three lane run 
up; a three bay throw area; a high jump; jump trail; and 
marked running circuit across the school grounds.

London Youth Games

From 1 April 201 3, your local GPs will be joining together in Clinical Commissioning 
Groups (CCGs) to take charge of how your local health services are run. CCGs will 
be responsible for buying most of your health services locally. Your care from GPs or 
hospitals will not be affected by this. 

Primary Care Trusts (PCTs), the NHS organisations who currently commission health 
services locally, will be abolished on 31 March 201 3, as will strategic health authorities. 

From 1 April 201 3, the NHS Commissioning Board office in London will open to oversee 
the provision of NHS care in the capital.

This change will not affect your rights and has been undertake to ensure 
continuity of the delivery of functions within the NHS.

• Listed Building Consent 

• Lawful Development Certificates 

• Approval of details pursuant to a condition* 

• May be required depending on the requirements of the planning permission. 

Validation checklists provide specific guidance on the type of information to be 
submitted to the Council in order for a planning application to be considered valid.

Residents can pick up free condoms and under 25-year- 
olds can sign up to a scheme enabling them to get up to 1 2 
free condoms a week at outlets across London. 

HSHS is already delivering outreach services across the 
borough. David Wright, outreach sexual health worker, 
said: “We are tackling health inequalities by taking the 
service out to people rather than having them try and find 
the services themselves. 

“We are trialling this scheme over the next few 
weeks at differing times on differing days 
to see as many people as possible 
and to gauge the interest we get. If it is 
successful, we shall look to increase our 
presence at the Mare Street Jobcentre 
and expand the project to cover 
other local Jobcentres.”

LOCAL councils take responsibility for delivering public 
health from 1 April as NHS Primary Care Trusts are 
abolished. This means the Council will support residents 
on a range of issues including healthy eating and 
obesity, quitting smoking, sexual health and drug 
and alcohol services.

Sim Man, the simulation dummy, helps mental health staff improve care 


A COMPUTER controlled 
simulation dummy that 
breathes, coughs and yells 
if something is wrong 
is helping East London 
mental health staff 
improve patient care. 

‘Sim Man’ enables 
staff to refresh and learn 
new procedures, as well 
as practice, improve and 
refine their skills in order to 
better clinical outcomes in 


the safety of the classroom. 
Its actions are controlled 
from a computer, and 
health staff respond to 
its symptoms. 

Although this is a 
commonly used approach 
to learning in acute physical 
care services, East London 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
which covers Hackney, 
is one of the first mental 
health trusts to adopt it. 


Nurse Winifred Ametefe 
found using the simulator 
in training really helpful. 

He said: “Although 
all trained staff will have 
learnt these procedures 
during their training, it 
is really helpful to recap 
and to practice on the 
simulation dummy. 

“Cardiac arrest and such 
events are rare in mental 
health care, but it improves 


confidence to test your 
skills in the classroom.” 

People with mental 
health issues often have 
poor physical health 
and are at higher risk 
of developing medical 
conditions such as heart 
disease, diabetes and 
respiratory conditions. 
They are less likely to seek 
medical advice or may not 
recognise they are unwell.

style of the first Spitalfields 
building, but after 1905 the 
Company built no more 
blocks until 1934, when the 
economic situation forced 
them to explore using 
more economic 
construction methods. 

The first new project was 
Evelyn Court in Amhurst 
Road, which is the first box- 
framed structure in Britain 
to use reinforced concrete. 

It was named after Evelyn 
Achille de Rothschild, 
great grandson of Nathan 
Rothschild, who was killed 
in action during the First 
World War. 

The Four Per Cent 
Industrial Dwellings 
Company changed its name 
in 1952 to the Industrial 
Dwellings Society (1885) 
Ltd and continues today 
as the IDS, a registered 
housing association 
providing accommodation 
at fair rents to those most 
in need. Based in Stamford 
Hill where Nathan 
Rothschild himself lived. 

It retains strong links to 
the Jewish community 
providing specialised 
housing on mixed 
developments and manages 
over 1,400 properties across 
London, including Clifford 
Lawton House in Whiston 
Road, Ajex House in East 
Bank and Nathaniel Court 
in Green Lanes. 


D uring thei9th 

century, London’s 
East End suffered 
from massive 
overcrowding in some of 
the city’s poorest housing. 

As more incomers flooded 
in, the situation became 
worse, with many settlers 
coming from Eastern 
Europe to escape the 
violence against Russian 
Jews that erupted following 
the assassination of Tsar 
Alexander II. 

Indeed, a Board of 
Guardians for the Relief 
of the Jewish Poor was 
established in 1859, aiming 
to provide for impoverished 
incomers through the 
Jewish community’s own 
charitable funds rather than 
allow them to be a drain on 
the already over-burdened 
local poor rate. But the slum 
crisis was beyond control, 


with the Board’s Sanitary 
Commission reporting 
in 1884 that ‘the houses 
occupied by the Jewish 
poor ... are for the most 
part barely fit, and many 
utterly unfit, for human 
habitation’. 

The report, commissioned 
by the United Synagogue 
to inquire into the East 
End’s ‘spiritual destitution’, 
recommended two aims to 
remedy the situation: new 
settlers should be integrated 
into the ways of life of their 
new country, and should 
be provided with decent, 
healthy homes. 

These homes were 
believed to ‘constitute the 
greatest of all available 
means for improving the 
condition, physical, moral 
and social of the Jewish 
poor.’ Investors in the 
scheme were promised an

annual dividend of four per 
cent from the 1,600 shares 
of £25 each, while rents 
were fixed at not more 
than five shillings per week. 
This was a lower return 
than some other social 
housing projects offered, 
but was designed to keep 
the rental charge low. 

The report was 
presented in March 1884 
to the United Synagogue 
which fully approved its 
suggestions, and six days 
later the new Four Per 
Cent Industrial Dwellings 
Company was formed at 
Nathan Rothschild’s City 


banking house. The first 
Industrial Dwellings block 
was the now-demolished 
Charlotte de Rothschild 
Dwellings in Flower and 
Dean Street, Spitalfields, 
built in 1886/7, which 
provided two-roomed 
flats with shared toilets 
and kitchens along with 
sculleries, balconies and 
attic workshops - all 
luxuries unknown in the 
East End slums and very 
desirable despite the block’s 
dull utilitarian appearance. 

The list of applicants for 
flats was inevitably over- 
subscribed and most of 


the new inhabitants were 
Jewish immigrant workers. 

By 1899, the Company 
had housed over 4,000 
people and the death rate 
in their tenements was 
a third of the average 
in Whitechapel. The 
Company’s work soon 
expanded to other parts 
of London, including 
Camberwell and Hackney. 

Coronation and 
Imperial Avenues off Stoke 
Newington High Street 
were completed in 1903, 
and the 300 flats of 
Navarino Mansions 
built in an attractive Art 
Nouveau style with Art 
Deco features designed 
by the Company’s architect, 
Nathan S Joseph, during 
1903/4. Joseph’s work 
used red brick and lots of 
decoration, probably in 
reaction against the dismal

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A healthy eating programme 
from Shoreditch Trust

THIS issue’s recipe comes from Shoreditch Trust’s food programme, which works 
with members of the community to promote affordable healthy eating, cooking skills 
and food knowledge. 

The Trust’s Claudia Manchanda said that frozen soya beans can be purchased 
from shops which specialise in South-East Asian and Chinese food. Adding: “These 
legumes are especially high in protein and micro-nutrients (vitamins and minerals) 
and have a smooth buttery texture. 

“It has been claimed that cultures that eat foods made with soya beans such as 
tofu (bean curd) and edamame beans have lower rates of hormone related cancers 
(prostate and breast) but this is probably also related to higher vegetable intake and 
other factors.” 

It is important to try to eat at least five handfuls of vegetables and fruit a day, ideally 
with different colours to get a variety of vitamins, minerals and fibre. 


Edamame and 
squash salad 

Makes 4 servings 

Ingredients 

For the salad: 

•500g butternut squash (cubed) 

•1 cucumber (diced) 

•500g frozen edamame (soya) beans 
•4 spring onions (thinly sliced) 

•300g radishes (diced) 

• 1 handful fresh coriander (roughly 
chopped). 

For the dressing: 

• 1 lime grated (zest and juice) 

• 2 tsp clear honey 

• 2 tbsp soy sauce 

• 1 tbsp sesame oil 

• Zt. tsp ginger (grated) 

• 1 garlic clove (crushed or grated) 

• 2 tbsp toasted crushed nuts 
(cashews or peanuts)

Method 

• Place the chopped squash in a pan of boiling water 
and cook for 8-1 0 minutes until just tender. Add the 
edamame beans for the last 3 minutes. Drain and 
place in a large bowl to cool 

• Toast the nuts in a dry frying pan until they begin to 
brown 

• Measure all the dressing ingredients into a small bowl 
and whisk until blended 

• Combine the salad ingredients in a bowl and toss in 
the dressing. 

Recipe adaptation tips: 

• Sweet potato can be used instead of butternut squash 

• Lemon or orange can be used instead of lime 

• The honey or soya sauce can be reduced 

• Olive oil can be used instead of sesame oil 

• Sesame seeds can be used instead of nuts.
